

DISNEY HALL UPDATE 


Toyota Donates $1 Million 
for Concert Hall Organ 

Toyota Motor Sales, USA, Inc. has 
made a contribution of $1 million for 
the Walt Disney Concert Hall's pipe 
organ. 

As a primary musical feature of the 
hall, the Toyota Organ will fulfill three 
principal functions. It will be used in 
orchestral repertoire requiring the use 
of an organ, in concertos for organ and 
orchestra, and as a solo instrument for 
recitals. 

The Walt Disney Concert Hall is made 
possible through a donation of $50 
million by Lillian B. Disney, in memory 
of her husband. It will be devoted 
exclusively to musical performances 
and will become the permanent home 
of the Los Angeles Philharmonic. 
Designed by internationally renowned 


architect Frank Gehry, the hall's main 
auditorium will have 2,400 seats. Plans 
call for breaking ground in 1990, with 
construction to be completed in 1994. 

To ensure that the organ fulfills its 
principal functions, Michael Barone, 
the Disney Hall's organ consultant, 
will organize a listening tour to hear 
organs created by prospective builders. 
The chosen builder will work closely 
with Frank Gehry and the principal 
acoustician, Dr. Minoru Nagata of 
Nagata & Associates, Tokyo. 

Gemtel Hotel Proposal 

The Walt Disney Concert Hall 
Committee has selected the Los 
Angeles based Gemtel Corporation to 
join them in submitting a proposal to 
the County of Los Angeles for the 
development of a luxury hotel to be 
built on the site of the Walt Disney 
Concert Hall. 


"Gemtel has demonstrated the 
capability to develop a hotel that will 
meet the extremely high standards of 
quality of the Walt Disney Concert Hall 
as originally envisioned by Mrs. 
Disney," said Frederick M. Nicholas, 
chairman of the Committee. Two of its 
better known luxury hotels are the 
Ritz-Carlton and the Huntington Hotel 
in Pasadena. 

Proposed plans for the hotel call for 
350-400 guest rooms and accompany¬ 
ing restaurants, lounges, meeting 
space and fitness and business centers. 
Included in the plans are 20,000 square 
feet of office space for the Los Angeles 
Philharmonic. 

Plans for the site include, in addition 
to the Concert Hall and proposed 
hotel, a chamber music hall, retail 
shops and galleries, including a Music 
Center gift shop, a public garden, and 
parking, a 


Friends Decorate 
Musicians' Lounge 


A new service building is now under 
construction at the Hollywood Bowl. 
The new facility will provide 59 added 
women's restroom stalls adjacent to 
the already existing restroom east of 
the stage. Additionally, the building 
will house a Musicians' Lounge, a 
Production Office, and a lounge and 
offices for the Bowl's stage crew. 


Friends of the Hollywood Bowl have 
assumed responsibility for decorating 
and furnishing the Musicians' Lounge. 
The interior decorating is being done 
in consultation with representatives 
from the Friends and the Orchestra 
under the direction of Susan Gardner, 
ASID. Ms. Gardner has headed similar 
projects at the Bowl, including star 
dressing rooms, the present Musicians' 
Lounge, and the Volunteer Cottage.

FRIENDS AWARD FIRST PRIZE 
1990 BRONISLAW KAPER AWARD 


Friends of the Hollywood Bowl 
awarded the $2500 First Prize of the 
1990 Bronislaw Kaper Award for 
Young Artists competition, which took 
place April 27 and 28 at the Dorothy 
Chandler Pavilion of the Music Center. 

The winner, Pianist Anders Martinson, 
in addition to the cash award, won the 
opportunity to perform with the Los 
Angeles Philharmonic at the 1990/91 
season's High School Night at the 
Music Center concert. 

Anders Martinson, 16, is a scholarship 
student and music major at Crossroads 
School for Arts and Sciences. Currently 
a student of James Bonn of USC, 
Anders also studied with Bruce 
Sutherland (for nine years), Michael 
Sushel and John Oerry, and he has 
participated in the master classes of 
Andre Watts, Malcolm Frager, Jakob 
Gimpel, Abbey Simon and Paul Pollei. 

Anders maintains an active performing 
schedule. He has performed live on 
radio in Los Angeles, and his television 


appearances include guesting on 
"The Tonight Show". As an orchestral 
soloist, Martinson has performed with 
the Ventura, Peninsula, Brentwood- 
Westwood, Palisades, California State 
University Northridge, and Los 
Angeles Doctors Symphony 
Orchestras. 

Anders Martinson lives in Santa 
Monica with his parents, Harold and 
Sarah. His 19 year old brother Haldan, 
a violinist, won the second place award 
in the 1989 Kaper Award competition. 

The Bronislaw Kaper Awards competi¬ 
tion was inaugurated in 1986 in honor 
of the late composer and longtime 
Philharmonic Association Board 
member Bronislaw Kaper, and is open 
to junior high and high school 
instrumentalists throughout California. 
This year's competition was for 
pianists only. The judges for this year 
were Charles Asche, Johana Harris- 
Heggie, Armen Guzelimian and
